Kescue of 306 Persons from a Wreck. 


_ BOSTON, January 14.—The bark Fredo- 


nia, 
Captain Burke, arrived here to-day 


from Fayal. 
She reports, Jan. 1, lat. 41° 


30V long, 53°, fell in with Britibh ship 
Gratitude, Captain McStoihw, from Liver- 
pool November 19, for New York, in a 
leaky condition, and it being heavy wea- 
ther and the ship laboring in a high 
sea, Captain Burke was requested to lay by 
and take off erew and passengers, to which 
he consented. 
The crew of the ship com- 


prised 38 persons, and she had two hun- 
dred 
and &eventy-three emigrant passen- 


gers, making a total of three hundred and 
six. 
Owing to rough weather, the process 


of transferring so large a number oi persons 
fiorn one vessel to another was not comple- 
ted until the 3d, three days from the time 
of falling in with the wreck; but 
they 


were all finally rescued and brought to this 
port. 
Captain Burke displayed 
great 


magnanimity on the occasion, and his eon- 
duct throughout was marked by kindness. 
Having got all hands off safely, it was found 
impossible to stow away so many people on 
board his vessel, which was a small.-sized 
bark, but he courageously took the respon- 
sibility of throwing over sufficient cargo to 
make room for them, and nearly all tbe 
goods between decks went overboard 
All 


hands were then put on short allowance, as 
his own stores were getting low, and no 
provisions were saved from the ship to feed 
the crowd of hungry emigrants. 
Each 


pen-sou was allotted half a pint of water and 
one biscuit per day, which is the only 
sustenance they have received for the past 
eleven days. 
As soon as (he above facts 


became known, aftter the bark telegraphed 
below this port, a steamer was despatched 
to tow her up, and, oa her arrival, the sur- 
vivors were placed in Riddell's large car- 
riage hall, and had all their wants generous- 
ly attended to by the city authoiities. 


A Be emit from the Grave- 


The following strange 
circumstance, 


among the most remarkable that 
occurred 


during tho war, is vouched for by Colonel 
Ellis, late of tbe 1st Missouri cavalry, and 
can be attested by the parties concerned : 


A few days after a fiercely contested bat- 


tle in the South, a party of soldiers be- 
longing to the 1st Missouri took a jaunt 
over the battle field, and came up to a spot 
where the rebel dead were buried. 
In 


one place the hair of a man's head was 
seen sticking out; of the ground like a tuft 
of gran*, and near by a b&nd'iras seen .pro- 
truding upwards, which evidently belonged 
to the corpse that owned the head of hair. 


One of the cavalrymen remarked to his 


companions, in a spirit of thoughtless 
levity, {>See, there's a dead reb reaching 
ont for something ; let's see what he wants!" 
In the same spirit of wanton mischief, al- 
most recklessness, the cavalryman took hold 
of the man's hand and hauled the body out 
of the grave, the loose dirt falling back into 
tbe shallow hole. 
Soon after the man 


began to stir and manifest signs of life, to 
the utter astonishment and horror of the 
resurrectionists. 


The man was taken by his rescuers to 


their tent and was rubbed-down, washed 
off, and in a few days became as "good as 
new." 
He said that in the battle he was 


stunned by the passage of a shell which 
knocked him senseless. lie was picked up 
among the dead and buried like the restT 
Not a scratch was found on bis body. 
He 


said thtt he had joined the rebel army, and 
fought the Federals long and well, but as 
this was his second appearance on earth be 
would now join the Federals and fight for 
them. 
He accordingly enlisted in the 1st 


Missouri, did a good deal of tongh inarch- 
ing and hard fighting, and last September 
was mustered out of the service and paid 
offatBeoton barracks.— St. Louis News.

I drop- 
ped straight with my face to the west.; I 
found bottom at about twenty feet, landing" 
in mud and water two feet deep. 
After" 


recovering from -the shook of the fall, I' 
took off my boots, tied them around my 
neck with my handkerchief, and clamber-' 
ed up to within about ten or twelve feetr 
of the top. 
The only tool I had was-a; 


piece of iron about six. inches long and halfc 
or three quarters of an inch square. 
With. 


this I went to work, and after some labor, 
dislodged a stone from'the wall. 
In a^eryi 


short time I was at work iu the dirt. - J 
supposed the foundations 'of the jail went-, 
down eight feet, and 1 calculated to - begin- 
down low enough to come up slanting un- 
der them. I bad nothing to eat or drink, 
and had nearly died for lack of air

'•'I finally got out into tbe air .about 10 


o'clock Wednesday nighs, having funnelled 
about twelve feet, and worked at it thirU- 
two hours of the hardest work I -ever did. 
I was so weak and exhausted when I got 
out that I had to lie still for some time.— 
At lasi I got strength enough to climb-up 
the wall and drop into the park. 
I was 


then so weak and dizzy tbat 1 could notv 
walk, so I crept across the park on my hands 
and knees. On reaching the street I 
managed to walk, but you would have 
thought I was drunk if you had seen me ; 
I staggered so_that the sidewalk wasn't 
wide enough for me."

The Grand Inquest sitting at the present term 


beg leave to present the following liepoft: 


After disposing of sonic nineteen Bills of In- 


dictmentlaid before us by1 he District Attorney, 
the Grand Jury proceeded i n a b o d y t o visit 
the Alms Huu.-e on Tuesday afternoon 
We 


found the number of inmates large, but all pro- 
perly oared for—their tomfort consulted with- 
out wastefulness, and the buildings kept in a 
cleanly state. 
It therefore affords us pleasure 


to bear^testimony to the faithfulness manifesl- 
ed by Steward Johns and his family in t he dis- 
charge of their duties to the poor unfortunates 
entrusted to their keeping. 


On Wednesday morning we visilcd the Coun- 


ty Jail, and found it also commenclably clean. 
Sheriff Robert and family appear to be assul" 
ous in their efforts lo keep the building in a 
proper condition, and arc likewise deserving of 
earncsUpraise. By the improvements that have 
from time to time been mii.r'e in (he J.iil pro- 
per, it has been rendered reasonably secure— 
and this body has therefore nu further meas 
ures to suggest in the premises. 


We cannot close this report without mention 


of the conviction that if many of the petty ca- 
ses brought into Court, were kept out of it, 
justice and morality would not suffer, whilst 
the lime of the Court would be much econo- 
mized, and tt.e revenues of the County propor- 
tionately husbanded. Justices of the Peace 
have this matter mainly in their hands, and we 
deem it not improper to urge thai they, one 
and all, exercise due cat c and circumspection 
in this regard. 
They can prevent many cases 


from being brought imo Court if they will, and 
thus not only save the time and money of par- 
ties seeking --law,1' but inflict no wrong upon 
the peace and good onler of society.

Previous to his death,, 


it was understood, among tbe medical pro-1 
fession at kast, tfeat au effort wou'.u be ' 
tnade to secure his remains for the dissect- 
ing room, and when, on Saturday mcirnin", 
St was stated t&at the grave hart ueen open- 
ed'and ifre body removed, ibe announce- 
ment -was received as tLough it had been 
<e»pccted, and created iittle or no surprise. 
It appears that, on Friday night, 3 rnetn- 
ten* of the profession, whose names it 
•would not be proper to disclose, procured 
the service of a carriage, and drove to a 
point previously agreed on, within *easy 
-reach of the Cemetery. The horses were left 
Jin charge of the driver, and about the "wit- 
•chiBg hour when church-yards yawn and 
.graves give up their dead," the trio gained 
access to the cemetery by scaling the fence, 
^end proceeded noiselessly to the bpot wheie 
>the murderer lay interred. 


The scene was one well calculated to us- 


settle the nerves of stouter men even than 
•our medical friends,and but lor the exhilara- 
ting effects of sundry strong potations in- 
dulged in about this time, it is probable the 
job would have been given up, aud this 
item would not have been written. 
The 


aforesaid strong potations, however, brought 
their coarage to the "sticking point," and 
the grave was opened and the body raised 
in far less time than it took Devore to bury i 
it. 
This doce, it was bnt the work of a 


minute to hurry it to the carriage, and, 
giviag the dead man a back seat, the party 
watered the vehicle and the driver headed 
tor home at a 2.40 gait, glad, no doubt, to 
get awaj from such a dismal locality. Now, 
it happened that it was necessary to give 
the driver a few pulls at tbe bottle to keep 
fcis courage up, and the liquor getting ra- 
ther ahead of him, he had not proceeded 
far at the break neck pace on which he had-' 
entered, when he ran over an embankment, 
upsetting the carriage and playing smash 
with things generally. 
His first look out 


-was for the horses, which he secured, and, i 
this done, he proceeded to look after his j 
passengers, whom be found huddled on top ! 
of each other in the carriage, the dead man 
being uppermost. 
The door was opened ' 


and two of the party pulled out, but the ' 
third was wedged so tight between the seat 
and the body of the defunct murderer that • 
it was with difficulty he was extricated 
It 


is needless to say that tho party didn't like | 
his position, in the least, and he never felt' 
more relieved in his life than when his' 
friends pulled him out. 
I 


As soon the parties saw how matters stood 


the carriage was righted, and they took ' 
their seats again, Frecfce occupying his old ' 
position on the back seat. 
The driver was ' 


more careful now, and the carriage, with its 
precious freight.reached its destination with ' 
out any further trouble. 
We ought to say, 


.perhaps', that twenty minute? or so after the 
others bad left the grave, a pair of theii 
professional brethren are reported to have 
reached jhere on n similar errand, ha* finJ- 
ing how things stood, they almost immedi- 
ately returned to town. If they Lad only ' 
known of the carriage mishap, and bad man ! 
aged to reach the spoi about the time the' 
others were pulled out of the vehicle, their 
appearance would have caused a stampede,' 
and Frecke's remains would now grace ano-' 
ther dissecting table than that on which 
they were said to repose.—Pittslurg Dis- 
patch. 


TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN WiscoNhiN.— 


The llacine Journal prints an account of a 
terrible tragedy that occurred last Friday 
evening in Wuiworth county. 
A farmer 


living between Lyons and Geneva had sold 
his farm for 33,000, and on the morning of 
the murder had started west to purchase 
another farm.
